THE ‘LXPLOSiON EN THE 
HOUKOKU COAL MINE. 


+ 
A TERRIBLE DEATH ROLE, 

A report of the terribly fatul explosion of 
gas in tho Hokoku coal mine bas been received 
by the Government, says the Japau Advertiser, 
from the Fakuoka prefectural authorities. The 
report says: :—At a quarter past 12 on the morn- 


‘ing of the 15th] June a prelonged sound like 


that of thuader!claps at a long distance was 
heardin the neighbourhood of the mine. The 
souod lasted for only five minutes. Meanwhile 
a thick columu of smoke began to issue from 
the mouth of the pit, which, when carefully 
examined, proved. to be clouds of pulverised coal 
dust. It was evident that the sound must 
have beon produced by an explosion of gas. A 


namber of couatables and miners proceeded 


at once into one of the adits, carrying imple- 
ments for extinguishing fire and shutting: off 
ventilation, only to emerge a few minutes later, 
reporting it impossible to’ make any headway, 
owing to imperfect ventilation and the presence 
of noxious gases. . There being no signs of com- 
bustion, steps were next taken for ventilating 
the air-in the pit, and the work was still in 
progress when the present. report was mailed. 
At the time’ of the explosion a. large ‘number. 
of miners, were at work at the depth of 
about 100 ft. from the mouth. and none of 
them have since come ont. It is not easy to 
ascertain their; number, for besides those on 
the list there ‘were many nof included in it. 
However, according to the return up to the 
present there must have been in the pit 207 
men, of whom five were mechanics. All these 
must have mét a terrible death. There are 
besides nine minbrs who were working outside 
at the time, and though they were severely in- 
jured, their lives @re not in danger. 

A vernacular yaper states that Mr. Matsn- 
moto, a Secretary in the, Home Department, 
and Mr. Makiyama, an expert in the same De- 
partment, who were sent to the Hokoku colliery 
in Chikuzen to inspect the mine arrangements 
in connection with tha recent explosion of gas 


‘there, telegruphed of the 21st inst. to the Home 


Department, stating that they had paid a visit 
to the scene of the catastrophe and found that 
the explosion had been caused by the light of a 
lantern. (kanéera}. The people killed by the 
explosion numbered 222, one heing injured. 
Only twelve bodies have so far been recoved. 
The fire was‘entiraly out inthe shaft, but it 
was impossiblé for a man to enter very far on 
account poisdnous gases.
